The Ceylon Government issues the 
followthg communique jon the work 
of the -depitation which, recently 
visited Burma from Ceylon in 
conrection with the shortage of rice 
in that island —. 

The. commission ton: 

Messrs. S. E. Hancox’ depu' 
controler, A. 'D, Skrine and E.G, 
_Anamally, reached Rangoon on the 
evening of April 15. In the ini 
tial stages. of’ their. negotiations 
they founc that'an impression exist: 
ed, béth among officials and the 
mercentile community, that Ceylon’s 
attitude was undoly exacting and 
even ungrateful towards the:Govern- 
of India, . The treatment 
accorded to Ceylon: by the Viceroy 
was in their opinion,so preferential 
that considerable resentment’ had 
been aroused in Burma by what they 
assumed to be the altitude of Ceylon. 
Mr. Hancox, in the first interview 
with the rice commissioner and Mr. | 
Skrine, in opening the case for 
Ceylon at the meeting with the rice 
commissioner ard the millers, were 
careful to remove this 
impression.
